came more boisterous th an ev er, and 
Constable Callah an, unarmed, arrested

Wh en In front of th e bank building 
Por*"r drew h is rev olv er and fire*i 
tw- sh ots at Callah an. He also fired 
tw 
sh ots at L- P. Fairfax, cash ier of 
th e Otterv ille bank, and two more 
sh ots into th e celling of th e bank 
building. 
Callah an h astened to a store, in th e 
immediate v icinity, wh ere h e obtain­ 
ed a fi^ o t gun, and th en went after 
Porter. 
Th e negro still sh ow^ed figh t, wh en 
Callah an disch arged th e contents of 
one barrel of th e weai>on into Por­ 
te r’s face, inflicting a wound th at :*t 
was stated last nigh t migh t result 
fatally. 
Callah an was not arrested, as it is 
said h e acted wh olly in self-defense, 
and no m atter if Porter dies it is 
th ough t th ere will not be any pros­ 
ecution of Callah an.

American Ed u cators Do So In 
th e Near Fu tu re.

Sou th America better acqu ainted, and 
as a resu lt assisting commercial re­ 
lations rhrou gli intellectu al co-op cir,- 
tion among the coniiiries ot the West­ 
ern hemisp here. 
The p rop o.siiion has 
been i>resenteti to the p residents ot* 
several colleges in the United States 
and meets with their ap p roval. 
President Eliot of Harvard Univei- 
sity in an interview has 
expressed 
himself as strongly 
favoring 
some 
form of intellectual 
reciprocity 
be­ 
tween the United 
States 
and 
the 
South American republics. 
He says 
that he has no doubt Harvard would 
be glad to promote some 
such 
ex­ 
change of professorships as now ex­ 
ists between, the oldest of American 
universities and the institutions 
of 
higher learning in the Kaiser’s domin­ 
ion, “ The plan is practical and good/ 
says President Eliot, “ but it resuires 
for fulfillm ent the assistance of in­ 
telligent philanthropy. 
To find bene­ 
factors is the problem.” 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, of Co­ 
lumbia, is another university 
presi­ 
dent w'ho has expressed himself as 
favorable to the Ideas involved in the 
project.

greatest manufacturing nation on the 
globe, got but $28,000,000. 
Germany, 
3.000 miles aw'ay, received more into 
her trade coffers, w'hile Great Britain 
obtained three times as much. These 
countries, from the nature of 
their 
export trade, should 
perhaps 
have 
somewhat closer relations with Euro­ 
pean lands, but the United States is 
not getting its normal share of the 
trade. 
Again the railroad system of 
the republic has cost up to dat^ near­ 
ly $600,000,000, not one cent of which

Rock Island Conductor Who 
Died in Kansas City . 


THEY STOPPED AT A HOTEL 


Woman Claimed 
to Be His Sister-m-

there is a man dying; run.” 
Mrs. Wyatt, wife of the proprietor 
of the hotel, attracted by the noise, 
ran upstairs, and, hearing the woman 
ex claim that a man mas dying, sum­ 
moned a doctor by telephone. 
Mean­ 
time the m^oman m’as able to. get the 
door unlocked and the maid rushed in­ 
side. Smith lay on the bed, gasping 
for breath. 
His companion rushed to 
his side and then to the maid, all the 
miiile pleading with her to do some­ 
thing for him. 
She was partly dress­ 
ed. When Dr. Phillips came he saw 
that Smith’s end mras near and gave 
attention to the hysterical moman. 
The conductor’s companion said she 
mas Mrs. Smith s sister from St. Jos­ 
eph. 
A dispatch from St. Joseph says 
that Miss Gertrude TenVoorde, Mrs. 
Smith’s sister, mas at home and de­ 
nied that she was In Kansas City mith 
Smith.
